From 


the time the messen- 


ger bearing this report leaves Key West until 
he agers the capital he will be under the 


constant surveillance of carefully picked, | 
‘tried, and trusty men who will be heavily | 


armed. In fact, as much care will be taken 
with this communication as though it were 
a paymaster’s treasure chest being trans- 
ported to some frontier post where la wiess 
characters would be likely to be encoun- 
tered. 
This safeguard of having an armed escort 
was determined upon after a careful consid- 
eration of the matter at the White House and 
Navy department. It was designed to guard 
against the slightest possibility of a leak 
in any quarter before the President and-his 
advisers had an opportunity to read and dis- 
cuss a document so fraught with importance 
and which might lead either to war or peace 
between this country and Spain. It was de- 
termined that not until the latest possible 
moment chould this all-important document 
be given to the messenger who should bear 


it to Washington, and the Admiral of the. 
fleet was intrusted with the task of choosing 


the bearer of this dispatch. Simultaneously 
with the reception of this important com- 
munication the dispatch bearer will be fur- 
nished an armed escort, who will accompany 
him from the ship lying off the Florida coast 
until the package is delivered to the Secre- 
tary of War and his receipt obtained. 

The guards will not be in uniform nor will 
they carry Winchester rifles with fixed 
sword bayonets, but they will be heavily 
armed beneath their civilian attire and pre- 
pared to give an account of themselves 
Should an emergency arise. Care will be 
taken to guard against any publicity in 
the movements of the dispatch bearer and 
his escort, and to persons unacquainted with 
their identity they will appear as ordinary 
passengers, probably tourists who have been 
spending the winter South. Even the train 
upon which the party will start will be un- 
known until they are ready to go aboard on 
the journey to Washington. There will be 
reliefs every few hours to guard agajnst the 
Precious package being without protection 
for a single moment. 

There is a cordon of government agents 
extending from Washington to Key West at 
this time, and it will be their duty to board 
the train carrying the dispatch bearer with 
bis report at certain stations designated by 
the proper authorities. They will not make 
themselves known to each other, for it is 
sought to convey the impression that they 
are only casual passengers getting on at 
country railroad stations. By the time the 
train from Key West reaches Washington 
there will be upwards of fifty armed men 
who would congregate at a second’s notice 


around the bearer of the report of the Maine N

All sorts of contingencies have been pro- 
vided against by those who are intrusted 
with this matter, and among them are 
train holdups and violence toward *the 
bearer of this all-important document if | 
his identity is once established.

Key “West, Fla., March 20.—[Special.]— 
When the fact was telegraphed back here 
today that the report of the court of ir- 
quiry which investigated the Maine dis- 
aster was on the way to Washington it 
caused much excitement among naval cf- 
ficers. But few of them knew that Captain 
Barker was on his way northward with a 
report in his keeping. 

Most of the naval officers on shore today 
came to me to ask for information as to 
what conclusions the court had reached. 
They expressed great satisfaction when 
told of the finding. 

The report of the court of inquiry was 
gent to Washington last night, signed by 
Captain Sampson, President, and Captain 
Chadwick and Lieutenant Commander Pot- 
ter. Judge A Marix signed only the 


proceedings of the court. He came to Key 


West from the battleship Iowa on Satur- 
day afternoon, submitted the conclusions 
of the court to Admiral Sicard, and re- 
turned to the Iowa at once. Captain Barker 
then went to the Iowa and was given the 
report. 

Proof Which Is Adduced. 

The report contains the following conclu- 
sions: 

Firset—That the explosion that de- 
stroyed the Maine was from the ex- 
terior, on the port side, leaving the 
ram almost in its original position, 
driving the bow and forward structure 
to starboard, the after part of the ship 
swinging slightly to starboard and 
then sinking. 

Second—That the first explosion was 
followed by a second in the interior of 
the ship as a result of the exterior 
blow. 

Third—That the second explosion was

Fourth—That the big magazine for- 
ward did not explode, this being 
demonstrated beyond doubt. | 

Fiftth—That the exterior explosion 
probably came from a torpedo, evi- 
dence that a mine might have caused 
the disaster being produced but not 
being sufficient to convince the court.

EVIDENCE OF AN EXTERNAL EXPLO- 
SION IS ACCUMULATING. 


Work of the Divers in Saving the 
Wreckage Brings to Light Many In- 
criminating Facts — Spaniards Un- 
wittingly Supply Convincing Infor- 
mation for the American Conten- 
tion, Though They Cling to the Blind 
Theory of an Accident,

Havana, March 20.—[Copyright, 1808, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}]—The work of investigating 
Maine’s bottom to determine the cause of 
the explosion is practically finished. One 
point after another has been quietly piled 
up until the mass of evidence that must have 
been laid before the board of inquiry can 
only bring one logical conclusion or decision. 
All who see the mountain of twisted and 
bent tron and remain for any length of time 
in the vicinity of the wreck studying the 
divers’ and wreckers’ movements come at 
last to the popular decision. The Maine was 
destroyed by some immense Initlal explosion 
on the port side forward. 

No matter how skeptical a man may be be- 
forehand on a simple superficial examination 
of the visible débris, when he learns how the 
hull appears below water or makes a care- 
ful perusal of the dispatches about the same 
his conversion is rapid. 


Work on the Wreck. | 


Naval divers under Gunner Morgan have 

shifted work to the after part of the hull. 
They have been busy extracting articles of 
value from the ward room and cabins. 
Slowly but surely are they recovering every- 
thing of value belonging to the officers. The 
most striking picture near the wreck yes- 
terday was the big port anchor slowly 
hoisted out of the water by the barge Sharp. 

To the ordimary observer this would not 
mean anything, but to one who has followed 
these dispatches with interest the picture of 
that ponderous anchor, discolored by mud, 
was like an accusing spirit arising from the 
bottom of the harbor. 

The Maine carried three anchors, two bow 
and one sheet. Most men-of-war carry 
four, but the port sheet anchor of the Maine 
was removed some time ago to lessen the 
tremendous weight forward. The Maine 


‘was moored to the buoy by the starboard 


bow anchor chain. The anchor, with the 
shackle and three links, remained on the 
bill board, secured with the usual chain 
stops or fasteners. The sheet anchor on the 
starboard side, located just forward of the 
big ten-inch turret, was hoisted in on deck 
and secured in regular chocks. Its chain 
was unbent and stored in the locker, The 
port bow anchor was easily identified, and 
its position under water is almost convincing 
proof that the ship was broken in two, the 
parts lying at right angles to each other. 
Another point confirming this fact was that 
the two rapid-fire six-pounders located on 
the forward superstructure or forecastle 


were hoisted out of the water in close prox- 
-imity to the anchor. 


The battered and 
broken remnants of the forward search- 
light and pedestal located on the forward 
superstructure also came out of the same 
place. These facts all beat out and prove 
correctness of former

this one fact their divers have kept work-_ 


ing in a semi-circle from starboard to port. 
They made important discoveries around 
the bow, which your correspondent is in 
a position to state with accuracy. They 
commenced work by a thorough investiga- 
tion of the after part of the hull, corrob- 
orating the fact that the plates are intact. 
Working around on the starboard side to a 
point about midships, or just forward of 
the starboard crane, they found the ship 
broken at this point. The bottom was cov- 
ered with an unrecognizable mass of twist- 
ed plates and distorted beams.

Among them are the 
O’Higgins and the Carlos Alberto. ere 
is a great desire in the department to se- 
cure the former named Chilean ship, which 
represents qualities of speed, protection, and 
armament which are very formidable.

The attachés also write of 
their efforts. These advices aver that the 
chances of getting the O'Higgins are excel- 
lent.

Washington, D. C., March 20.— President 
McKinley did not attend church this morn- 
ing, as la his custom, but instead spent two 
hours and more in conference with several 
members of the Cabinet. Assistant Secre- 
tary Day called about 10:30 o’clock and re- 
mained until nearly 1. Secretary Long and 
Secretary Bliss were the other members 
present. They remained less than an hour. 
Commander Clover, in company with Mr. 
Flint, who has been acting for the govern- 
ment in the negotiations for the purchase 
of ships, also called and were shown into 
the President’s private offica, ; 

The members of the Cabinet on leaving 
the White House said that there was no 
special significance in the meeting this 
morning. The report of the Maine court 
of inquiry had not been received nor was 
it definitely known when it would reach 
Phere. It was expected, however, early in 
the present week, and as soon as received, 


and when it had been read and considered 
by the President it would be made public. 

Secretary Long in speaking of the report 
said that while fully realizing its importance 
the country, in his opinion, would willingly 
accord to the President a day or two if 
necessary for its consideration, The in- 
dications seem to be that the report will be 
made public by the middle of the present 
week. 

The presence of Mr. Charles R. Flint at the 
conference naturally gives inference that 
the President and his advisers were dis- 
cussing the question of acquiring additional 
Ships. Mr. Flint, whose commercial inter- 
ests are largely with South American coun- 
tries, is believed in a measure at least to 
represent Chile and the Argentine Republic 
in any negotiations which are under way for 
the disposition of their war vessels. 

A reporter today asked Mr. Flint if he 
could say whether or not the United States 
had secured n of the Chilean ship 
O'Higgins and the Argentine ship San 
Martino, but he declined to make any siate- 
ment as to that particular feature of the 
subject. When pressed for some informa- 
tion in regard to the matter he replied: 


have the warmest friendship and admiration 
for the United States and her institutions, 
Neither country is anxious to sell its ships 
to this government, basing this disposition 
on the belief that we have an excellent navy 
of ourown.

STILL DISCUSSING GEN. LEE. 


Madrid Newspapers Find Many Dis- 
quieting Subjects Aside from 
Actual War Projects. 


Madrid, March 8.—[Co dence of the 
Associated Press. The Madrid press with 
few exceptions has during the last few days 
been trying to convince the public that 
there was never any question of General 
Fitzhugh Lee's recall from Havana. The 
facts in the case, however, are exactly as 
cabled to the Associated Press. Sefior Sa- 
‘gasta, in conversation with General Wood- 
ford, did suggest that friendship and good 
will between the two countries would be 
promoted were General Lee to be recalled, 
and, after consulting his government, Gen- 
eral Woodford did inform the Premier that 
such a step could not be considered. 

Nothing would have been known of the 
affair had it not been that some one in the 
Spanish Foreign office confided the informa- 
tion to the official news agency of Spain— 
the Fabra agency. The fact that this 
agency received it and that the censor al- 
lowed it to be telegraphed abroad is, to 
those familiar with methods in Madrid, con- 
clysive evidence that it was correct. It was 
only when the effect this news produced in 
America was cabled back here and after 
there was a fall on the bourse that there was 
any question of denying its authenticity. 

The Globe, the Spanish ministerial organ, 
in a leading article today, says it can only 
mislead those who are ignorant of the tra- 
ditional semsitiveness of the Stock Ex- 
change, adding that neither the government 
nor public opinion should pay greater at- 
tentiqn to the phenomenon than it merits. 


Rumors from Paris.

Ice reports trom all Jake points are to the 
effect that navigation will open fully two 
weeks earlier than usual. 
speak of in Lake Superior, and it is rapidly 
leaving the channels between Lake Huron 
and Lake Erie. Under existing’ conditions 
Lake Superior navigation will be open the 
first weék in April. 


Outlook for Heavy Traffic. 


The outlook is for an immense traffic, far 
exceeding all previous records, at low rates of 
freight. It is estimated by W. L. Brown, the 
iron, magnate, that the movement of iron 
ore from the Lake Superior region the com- 
ing season will not be less than 15,000,000 
tons. Some charters have already. been 
made for the season at 60 cents per ton from 
the head of Lake Superior to Ohio ports. 
This is the lowest season contract rate ever 
prevailing. A somewhat larger movement 
of. grain. from Chicago is predicted than last 
year. 

Most vesselmen regard the early opening 
with undisguised dismay. It means that the 
season: will. be: that much longer, with no 
corresponding increase in the amount of 
freight to be moved. What is lost to the ves- 
selmen on atcount of low transportation 
charges‘ is a distinct gain to the iron 
steel, industry of the country. 

The feeling among the owners of the 
smaller elass of boats is gloomy. They can- 
not see how it is possible to operate their 
vessels at the prices now offered without 
facing a positive loss. All projects for bring- 
ing: vessel-owners into a combination which 
should control freight charges have been 
given’up. The season promises to be mem- 
orable in the extension of the influence of 
vast corporate: wealth as opposed to in- 
dividual vessel-owners. 

It is believed that should there be war with 
Spain, after the traffic has recovered from 
unsettled financial conditions of such a 
struggle ‘the result would be a large increase 
in lake business. It is considered certain 
that such a war must result in a marked 
increase in:the demand for steel, which must 
be supplied from the lake region. Those 
closely identified with the iron and steel in- 
dustry believe that a Spanish war would re- 
sult in an increase in the iron ore shipments 
on the lakes by between 1,000,000 and staat 
000 tons. 


How War Would Affect Traffic. 


Wages have started in on the same basis 
as last year, but it is thousht the large 
demands which the navy will. make upon 
lake seamen in case of actual hostilities 
with Spain will require that the wege scale 
be advanced to properly man the boats. 
Marine engineers on the lakes would be 
particularly in demand for government 
service, it is believed, as they stand high. 

Owners of many old time craft are hope- 
ful of selling them to the government for 
the purpose of blockading exposed ports. 

Passenger lines are planning for a ma- 
terial ‘increase in business, basing their 
hopes on the general improvement in times.

The stage of water on the lakes, which 
has a most. important bearing on freight 
charges, will be about the same as at the 
opening last season.

When Senator Mason a few weeks ago

The power or right of self: 
community which elects its own magistrates 
and makes its own laws; a self-governing com- 
munity; an autonomous condition; the condition 
of being subject only to its own laws. 


Autonomy, then, is the equivalent of inde- 
pendence, An autonomous nation is one 
which possesses every attribute and symbol 
of sovereignty, a national flag included. 
Canada does not possess autonomy. The 
executive power is vested in the sovereign of 
Great Britain and Ireland. The acts of the 
Dominion Parliament can be vetoed by the 
British authorities. Hence, Canada does 
not have perfect legislative power. The 
action taken regarding the Manitoba pub- 
lic school question was set aside on the other 
side of the ocean. 

So when the Spanish ministry offers Cuba 
a form of government similar to that of 
Canada it does not offer autonomy, but sim- 
ply a larger degree of local self-government 
than it has now. 

What the Cubans want is real autonomy 
—Independence. They are entitled to it, 
and have nearly secured it by their own 
unaided efforts. There was a time when 
if Spain had in good faith offered the Cu- 
bans what she offers now they would have 
accepted it. But it is too late, They have 
also learned, from bitter experience, that no 
Spanish promises are to be trusted. 

When Spain abandons all claim to Cuba, 
withdraws her Captain General, her tax 
gatherers, and her flag, and acknowledges 
the independence of Cuba, then that island 
will be granted autonomy by Spain. So the 
use of that word to describe the offers Spain 
is making now is improper. ;

Since then the price 
silver has fallen to about 54% cents an 
nce. As the commercial ratio at this time 
nearly 38 to 1, silver has not fallen as 
uch as aluminium has, for, as the cor- 
espondent points out, the price of the latter 
metal has fallen in twelve years from $]6a 
pound to 50 cents a pound. No Bryanite has 
howled over this enormous decline in price 
or has suggested the free coinage of alumin- 
lum to restore its old value. 

Yet aluminium is, in many respects, superi- 
or as a metal to silver, for hundreds of pur- 
poses, and is deserving of more sympathy. 
It is handsomer and stronger than silver, 
does not tarnish as silver does, and has per 
bulk only 20 or 30 per cent of the specific 
gravity of silver. The day will come when 
silver will be discarded as a subsidiary 
money metal, and aluminium will take its 
place, with gold, of course, as the standard 
money metal. 

Although the commercial ratio of silver is 
nearly 38 to 1, the correspondent proposes to 
allow the free coinage of that metal into 
half dollars—to be made a full legal tender— 
at the ratio of 30 to 1. If that were the 
commercial ratio, silver would be worth 62 
cents an ounce, but it is actually worth 54% 
cerits. The silver in a dollar is worth 
only 42 cents. The correspondent may imag- 
ing that the unlimited coinage of half dol- 
lan would raise the value of silver about 8 
ats an ounce. It would do nothing of the 
kind. His half dollar, in spite of all the 
siver he had put in it, would be worth only 

ut 40 cents.

A romantic. story will be unfolded in the 
United States Courts within a few days, 
when Mrs. Margaret Devine, 3356 Prairie 
avenue, will begin proceedings to establish 
her title to an Irish estate valued at 
millions. Attorneys are at work upon 
briefs! which, when presented in the courts 
of: this country and Ireland. will disclose 
an unusual state of.affairs. A sea Cap- 
tain, an Irish Lord, a host of relatives, 
and scheming Engitsh lawyers figure, while 
the matter at stake is an estate ot sup- 
posed great value. 

Margaret McGrath. was - born in London- 
derry, Ireland, sixty-Hve years ago. Her 
parents died when she was a child of 3. 
At the ate of 17 she came to America. 
where: she married Thomas Devine, a na- 
tive of her own town. Shortly after ber 
marriage Mrs. Devine, returned to her na- 
tive land to visit her brother, Patriek J. 
McGrath, who, though a young man, was 
a. well-known vessel-owner and sailing 
master. A family quarrel is said to have re- 
sulted, but the brother and sister were 


A few years later Captain McGrath retired, 
having amgSsed a fortune. At this point, 
it is said, in Ireland began endeav- 


oring to e retired sea Captain against 
his sister in America. Twenty years ago 
Captain McGrath died, and the:will, which 
Mrs. Devine-alleges made her his principal 
heir, was never found. All the property 
went to the wife. Since then Mrs. Devine 


has been unable to communicate with her

of Evanston are robbing them of their rights. 
A mass-meeting was to have been held last 


night in favor of the proposition, but, on

Several of the taxpayers in South Evans- 
ton expressed themselves freely about the 
situation, its cause, and probable cure. One 
of them, J. F. Welton, who operates a gen- 
eral’store at 602 Main street, said: 

“J-speak in behalf of a host of South 
Evanston: people when I say that we are 
tired of the condition of things that exists 
here. We were indueed to become annexed 
to Evanston With the understanding that we 
were to enjoy All the benefits ‘of’ the city, 
but since the anhexation we-have been given 
the coid shoulder and are now forced to pay 
our taxesiwith no more to say about how 
things ahould be conducted than the man in 
the moon hñaas 
-«“$yvanston has us now and wishes to kill 
every movement that is made to gain ad- 
mittance into the Lit of Chicago. What 
good., has the annexation done us? None. 
Before we were annexec we had better roads 
than Evanston had and now we cannot even 
get our roads repaired. We are paying 
taxes to a city that has built for itself, out 
of our money, & spacious city hall, improved 
its streets, and takes good care of every- 
thing in its center, refusing to even put down 
a board. walk in our end of the city. We 
derive absolutely no benefits from Evans- 
ton, and that is the reason we are deter- 
mined to leave it. 

When we were a town by ourselves we 
had a postoffice that paid $2,600a year, and 
one of the most notorious of the acts per- 
formed by Evanston people was to have our 
postoffice taken away, and now we have a 
little spot two feet wide and six feet long 
in a drug store for 8.000 people to use as a 
postoffice, and we are sick of it. The two 
express offices we had at our depot have 
been taken to Evanston, where we are forced 
to go for all expressed articles, but we will 
change all these things and will get into 
the City of Chicago whether Evanston 
wishes it or not.“ 7

WAR OR PEACE DOING NO GOOD, 
—— 
Capitalists Tired Out Waiting for the 
Administration te Announce a Poli- 
_ ey—Disposition to Believe That 
Prompt War Would 90 Far Less 
Harm than « Non-Satisfying Peace 
Week in Grain and Stocks—Banks 
the Only Gainers.

‘ The apparently never-ending delay in the 
gettiement of the Cuban question is doing 
more harm to business than would actual 
war. Businessmen, as a class, are senti- 
mentally inclined toward peace. However, 
in such a mood of impatient despair are they 
now in, and so tired are they of having to 
let their business wait on definite govern- 
ment announcements, which do not come, 
that a large number of them now favor war 
as the only relief from conditions of uncer- 
tainty, which constantly become more dis- 


tressing. 

If war is inevitable, and probably a majorj- 
ty of cool-headed business-men now real 
that it is—for they recognize that the only 
final alternative to war must be humiliating 
dackdown upon the part of Spain, such as 
Spanish pride could never stand—then why 
not, they begin to reason, have the matter 
finished with the utmost dispatch and with 
the minimum of interruption to the pros- 
perity of the country? 

The situation has changed entirely within 
the last two months. The chances of hon- 
orable diplomatic settlement of the Cuban 
question- have become so greatly lessened 
by the recent succession of fateful circum- 
stances, that it has become no longer possi- 
ble to entertain strong hopes of peace, and 
the disposition of the business community 
has consequently been forced to undergo a 

Instead of being desirous of hav- 
ing action with reference to intervention 
tm Cuba postponed, they are now anxious 
to have the question quickly and decisively 
eettled—so that with the crisis at an end 
they may know where they stand and be 
able to go ahead n perfect safety. They 
; that the shock of war cannot do 
them the tithe of the harm that this slow, 
-Jingering torture of suspense is doing them. 
The question presents itself, if peace, mean- 
ing likely an everlasting continuation of the 
present tension, would not be more produc- 
tive of heavy loss than war, which might be 
expensive enough, but which would result 
im a speedy and surer and more prosperous 
peace. Also, if war must come, would it 
not be infinitely better to have it come with- 
outdelay than to wait for a Populist Congress 
to bring ft on, together with far more drastic 
evils? The credit of the country is now so 
good that war would cause no unbearable 
‘financial strain. With a two-thirds Populist 
majority in Congress it would, however, be 
difficult, indeed, for the government to find 
people trustful enough to supply it with the 
credit “ sinews of war.“ The general fail- 
ure of credit, sure to ensue, would involve 
incalculable loss to business. 
Banks the Only Gainers. 

Banks are the only institutions now profit- 
ing by the uncertainty. Rates have been 

marked up, and the war scare is making 
good money for len@ers. Bankers realize, 
«however, that their advantage is temporary. 
Continued high rates must cause shrinkages 
in loans, so that there would be less profits 
than if rates were lower. If rates continue 
to be as high as now for any length of time 
many enterprises and new ventures planned 
during the recent cheap money era will 
probably become abandoned, as with such 
permanently higher rates of money they 
could no longer be profitably carried out. 

In the stock markets the uncertainty con- 
tinues to keep values down below the figures 
intrinsic conditions of worth would doubt- 
less justify. An announcement of war 
would almost certainly cause further severe 
declines. The public at large, however, is 
not speculating in stocks. There would be 
no panic such as could spread to the money 
market. Those who owned stocks outright 

“could hold on, even though for a short time 
they had bad losses on paper. If the present 
uncertainty lasts much longer a condition, 
however, is bound to develop in the stock 
‘markets which will be decidedly bad for 
general business. The great class of in- 
_ vestors, large and small, rich and poor, may 
‘become discouraged over continued cheap- 
ness of stocks and bonds which they had 
purchased with their hard earned accum- 
‘alations at times when they were much 
dearer. When they begin to think that their 
losses are permanent they may naturally 
_feel poor,“ and become more economical 
uin their expenditures. As consumption 
would then be lessened, the small traders, 
the wholesalers, manufacturers, etc., would 
-find business not so good, and prosperity 
rather elusive. The business interests of 
the country in more ways than one will find 
that a quick solution of the Cuban problem 
is the only solution which is not bound to 
cause them heavy losses in the end. 


Wholesale Trade Still Active. 


The current of activity in the wholesale 
trade continued unchecked to any material 
extent during the last week, although the 
volume of transactions was scarcely equal 
to that of the previous week. It is asserted 
that the continued war scare has proved a 
dead letter so-far as the demand was con- 
cerned. The exports were enormous, and 
this alone is the very best evidence of the 
* general condition of trade. The bright, 
springlike weather gave an impetus ‘o the 
demand in some directions and outstanding 
orders had to be hurried forward, especially 
in-all kinds of wearing apparel. There was, 
too, a more general movement in nearly all 
descriptions of building materials. Ship- 
ments of fruit and fresh green vegetables 
are steadily increasing and will soon become 
quite liberal from the South. With the 
opening of lake navigation early next month 
the prospects are bright for all branches of 
business. 

The demand for all descriptions of dry 
goods for the spring and summer season is 
beginning to fall off. Still the business 
transacted was of a very satisfactory char- 
acter. The number of buyers in the market 
‘was less. This was anticipated, as trade is 
opening up earlier than usual owing to the 
springlike weather. A good block of dupli- 

cate orders has, however, been received and

Prices have ruled steady for nearly all 
, grades of fabrics, except that print cioths 
are slightly lower than a week ago and 
woolen goods strong at the recent advance.
